Under’ pressure from their 
racial bigotry the Nation- 
allsts are being forced Into 


On totalitarian mould. ‘The’ 


South Africans who’ call 
themuelves British = fenr 
domination by a Nationalist 
majority who would im- 
pose their standards upon 


them. 
Embattled In thelr sense of 
righteousness, the Natlon- 
allaty are prepared to 
sacrifice: freedom vf the 
Pross, the courts and even 
religious. liberty to bulld 
-up a state founded on in- 
tense fear of the black 
millions whom they believe 
must be kept in permanent 
subjection. 
And whilo many English- 
speaking, South Afri- 
cons and the heirs of 
Smuts, and Botha shure the 
racial prejudices of ‘the Na- 
tionallats, they are not pre- 
«pared to. pursue’ them sylth 
such fanaticism, They do 
not. deny all hope, howover 
distant, of o anner regula- 
’ tlon’ of race relations. 
It. now scems that Mr 
Strijdom's policy has suc- 
cocded so there is o distinct
